ever denicd this Arts Tet them conſiders 
tncle things, if it be an Art, tow jr 4s :

| If not, how it is not; or let *them wait 
the time wherein God and Nature may 
raiſe up ſome byWhom Art may appear 
more Þright and conſpicuous. And let 
20s the Shooomaker go beyond his Laft : For 
naturally.the like Nature in its own like 
Nacture,hath a perpetnal a&tion and ope- 
ration, and not different in Specie, much 
leſs in Genere, For by how much the 
diverſity of thingsis greater, by fo-much 
alſo the unity of things is greater. 

S 3. Nature indeed diſpoſes all things 
in potentia, for Art asmuch as it can actu- 
ally to perfe&. Nature gtfords us the 
matter of Glaſs, it never produces Glaſs 
itſelf. -Nature 1s "the Mother, Art the 
Daughter, where Nature ends, there 
Art begins. And this is the order and 
rule of truth, and no otherwiſles* We 
<an make no certain judgment of thoſe 
things which are not evident to us-3 and 
we ought to give a favourable 'interpre- 
tation of thoſe things that ſeem doubt- 
ful.

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Soul : for example, to turn Water in 
to Ice, to produce Rain, Hail and Snow, 
or ſuch like deluſions. But to cure 
Paralyticks, and other ſick perſons by a 
word, to raiſe the Dead, to create new 
{ubſtances, 'to make the Earth tranſpa- 
rent to the very Center, to change the 
.nature of Fire, is not the work of a 
Creature but the Creator, who is the 
Lord of Nature, and is not confined by 
its Laws. Although Menecrates of old 
ſucceſsfully cured many of the Falling 
Sickneſs, and never appeared in publick, 
butlike a Deity , cloathed like Fove 
himſelf in Purple, with a Crown on his 
head, carrying a" Scepter in his hand, 
and hououred like a God by theſe 
ne had cured, asone who if he pleaſed 
could remove even Fove himſelf from 
Heaven. Who is ignorant” what the 
Ghoſts and ſuch like follies ofSimen Magus 
were?

Of the Jews Cabaliſtical way of Curing. 


Gy Few: Cabaliſtical Cure is not -to

And - moreover, being 
puffe up with theſe trifles, they brag, 
chat they have found out, and know the 
ineffable myſteries of God, and ſecrets 
eyond any —_ the Scripture hath 
revealed, and bluſn not with the greateſt 
aflurance to ſay, by theſe they can Pre- 
pheſy, heal, and work miracics, Wiar

can a perfidious Few utter more impious 
aad blaſpiemous ? - Theſe are their 
wretched words, Moſes received this C3- 
baliſtical Art from God in the Mount, 
which hath been fucceſlively dilivered 
down to poſterity, only by word or 


mouth, likegrhe Pibagorcan Photo pity, 
without an written reqmzins, nc 
give out, tiat Myjes by his Enowledgp 
herein performed all thoſe miragies 
Scripture records of him, his turning 
the Rod into a Serpent, the Kivexs into 
Blood, and all thoſs many calamities he 
brought upon the Egyptions, were pei- 
formed® by help of this ; by this art 
Foſhna cauſed the Sun to ftand ftiil ; 
Elijah reſtored the blind to fight, and 
called down Fire from Heaven. Bur 
this is nothing but a vain and impious 
fiction of men ſuperſticiouſly deſperate, 
for they cannot attribute theſe, and the 
other wonderful works of God, to the 
Art and Indutitry of Man, without ma- 
nifeſt and apparent ſacriledge. The 
Rabbins pretend, that the Cabala was 
firſt communicated to Moſes, and fo 
continued to the ſucceeding Fews, and 
was notonly known to thoſe Prophets, 
who are recorded in holy writ ; -but alfo 
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co a great many more. It is manifeſt, 
that neither Moſes, Elgas, or any other of 
the Prophets wrought any miracles, but 
by the particular command of God. 
What God did by them the Prophets 
themſelves cannot be ſaid to have done, 
tither of their own proper motion, or by 
any ſuch Art ; nay,they were'not {o much 
as foreſeen by them, as we have before 
:30ted, For this cauſe Moſes and the reſt 
of the Prophets after him; ſo often re- 
peat-it,, that they attribute all theſe 
works to God. Thus ſaith he : The Lord 
rommanded this: The word of the Lord came 
-nio me, Oc. Laſtly, if the Power of the 
' Cabala be ſo great, as the Jews impu- 
dently lye concerning it, how comes it 
© paſs then in regard they have culti- 
vated it fo long, both in the preſent and 
former ages, and are ſo very converſant 
in it, that by its, aſſiſtance they haye 
performed nothing that .can raiſe. ad- 
miration , even 4in Children ?. Eſpeci: 
ally when Foſephus lib. 20. Chap, 6. 
reports, that. it was very common and 
familiar in his time. But they never did 
any thing, that can have the leaſt pre- 
«<iice toa Miracle. 


. 
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S 2. I conclude therefore with other 
learned men, that this whole matter is 
nothing but a ſort of Allegorical ſport, 
chat idle perſons imploying themſelves 
about particular Letters, Points, and 
Numbers (which the Hebrew Tongue 
very much admits of invented according 
to their own pleaſure, This wretched 
Fewiſh progeny goes on further, andin 
rezard the miracles of )Chriſt,were ſo illu- 
{trious and manifeſt, that rhey cannot 
be cemed, and yet they will not ac- 
knowledge: him for the Meſſiah, ard the 
promiſed feed ; they villanouſly fome- 
times. Attribute them ro Magick, fome- 
times to the Cabala, and utter ſuch hor- 
ridexprefiions againſt the Eternal Son, 
that their very remembrance forces me 
to ſilence. By theſe things which we 
haye touche on by the way, it Feaſieto 
perceive that this vain Superſtition of 
the Cabala was not aboliſhed at the com i 
ing of Chriſt, as a great many Authors - 
allert, who have wrote on this ſubje&. | 
But indeed thole ſtudies which now a- 
days are nicely inquired into, and'as 
proudly bragged of notonly by the Jews, 
but alſo by a great many nominal Chri- | 
ſtians,prove-that it is not extind (as it is © 
D-.4 . to 
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to be wiſhed it were) but on the con- 
rary (with grief be it ſpoken) it was ne- 
ver more ſtudied inany age. Thus you 
ice in ſhort what is the , Jews Cabala, 
which many that are greedy of the 
Jewiſh! impiety ſwallow down. This 
Cabaliſtical Art, as alſo Magick,” chiefly 
conſiſts in words and characters, I ac» 
Enowledge indeed, that anciently Ma- 
gick andthe names of Magicians were 
neld ſacred, And I alſo knowsthat this 
{pecious name is now at this time given 
by ſome to thoſe wicked arts, by which 
Satan endeavours to darken the glory of 
God, and obſtruct mans ſalvation. Not 
only the thing it felf, bur alſo the name 
of this art ought to be an abomination 
co every good man ; becauſe there can 
be no figure cither in Wood or Stone, 
or engraven 1n anv other matter, Which 
in it telf-hath thepower of ating.inre- 
gard, according to Ariftotſe and Aquinas, 
tigure is nothing but a certain fituation, 
and order of parts, from whence the 
modification of quantity ariſes. There- 
fore in regard quantity is not active by 
it felf, nor figure likewiſe, which is only 
the modas of quantity, by necetſary con- 
tequencs it cannot be” the principle of 
motion 
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motion or action, nor can a Statue as 
ſuch, produce another Statue or quality. 
Whence then proceeds that power and 
efficacy that the Jews and Magicians at- 
tribute to words and characters ? If it is 
neither from God, Nature, or Art, it 
muſt be from ſomething elſe, to wit, the 
Devil ; who by theſe fort of ſtratagems 
endeavours to entice miſerable mortals 
to pay devotion to him. Therefore the 

racticers of ſuch deteſtable arts are de- 
ervedly puniſhed with the utmoſt ſeve- 
rity both by the Laws of God and Men.

$5. The conceits and imaginations 
of Melancholy perſons are very various. 
Some have imagined themſelves to be 
earthen veſlels; others that they were 
bruteAnimals; others'deſfire death, which 
they very often procure for themſelves ; 
and, which is very much to be wonder'd 
at, at the ſame time are much terri* 
fied at and afraid of it. -Some , 
imitating of Democritus, always laugh ; 
others, like Heraclitus, are in perpetual 
mourning. There are thoſe alſo that 
fancy themſelves divinely inſpired, and 
believe they can predict things to come. 
But it would be too tedious to recite all 
their wild fancies in this ſhort Treatiſe, 


- and much more too long to ſhew all 


their cauſes ; this being a thing of that 
nature that is accounted among(t im- 
pofiibilities ; butif any perſon pleaſes to 
exerciſe himſelf in this contemplation, 
he ſhall have my free leave for it ; but 
on this condition, that he Philoſophi- 
cally explain himſelf : for Example ſake, 
let him demonſtrate that Dryneſs we, 
the cauſe that mace the peiſon believe

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himſelf to be an earthen veſſel, and that *

But this often ariſes from the de- 4 
pravity of the Matter itſelf. And this 5 
Matter is hot : for it is either the Blood, F 
Yellow Choler, or burnt putrid Me- | 
kancholy. Fernelizs aſſerts, that Mad- & 
neſs proceeds from het blood. Mad- 
neſs is ſaid to proceed from Choler, and 
that for the moſt part burnt- When 
heat withouta Fever ſhall come to that | 
immoderate height that it ſhall burn | 
the juice, by which means rapid flames ſj 
are driven about ; fo, that what is fluid | 
in the juices, is converted into foul ſoot, 
and burns the reſt into black feces. 
Hence ariſe foul ſpirits, and according | 
tothe fierceneſs of the flame, fſo is the 
raving more or lefs: for Choler, of 
what ſort ſoever it is, by its ſharp power hi 
doth inrage men.

ed. We ſhall paſs by theſe notions, in 
regard they exceed oar apprehenſion, 
and would rather with others be con- 
tent to be ignorant of the real cauſe, 
than to run the hazard of being mad 
our ſelves, by endeavouring after enqui- 
ries beyond our abilities, It is very pro- 
bable then, that ſomething ſupernatu- 
ral is the cauſe of Madneſs: for it is | 
impoſliible that by nature, an humane Y 
body, for the moſt part conſiſting of | 
an icy ſubſtance, ſhould endure the þ .

being frozen, or ſo much as growing

E Birds either hide themſelves, or retire 


into warmer Countries ; the wild beaſts

Learned being to treat of any Art or 
Science, before they explain what it is, 
and- to what uſe it is ſubſervient, have 
always uſed firſt ro examin into the re-

diſcourſe. Which method we deſign- 
ing here to obſerve, do firſt affert, that

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in regard Sympathy is a kind of com 
mon affection, by which different things 
concur to the ſame action, and tend to 
accompliſh the ſame end, ſo that the 
patient doth freely admit of the action 
of the Agent, and the Agent by-the 
proper impulle of its own Nature per- 
forms its aRion- on a proper Patient, 
there is no doubt but very many things 
come to paſs in the world, by the way 
of ſympathy. 
| But to ſay nothing of the firſt, ſecond, 
k.. and other qualities of the Elements, to 
3 wit, of thoſe the. moſt ſecret reafon 
of whoſe ations is evident to our 
eyes and underſtanding, and mutually 
att and re-act, ſufter and re-fuffer, in 
an apparent manner, it 15 the common 
received opinion of almoſt all, that 
thoſe things are only ſaid to a&t by 
ſympathy or antipathy, -which. have a 
reciprocal communication, for each o- 
thers mutual preſervation or deſtruction, 
by an occult reaſon and quality far dif-F 
ferent from thoſe that are elementary, 
which ſort of action was therefore com: | 
monly ſuppoſed to proceed from the 
whole ſubſtance, and ſo to ſurpaſs hu- 
man underſtanding. For the better

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treating of the Cauſes of Sympathy 
and Antipathy, it will be neceflary to 
ſay ſomething of the firſt qualities: and 
to avoid confuſion in a matter of this 
difficulty, I will firſt ſhortly and ſuc- 
cintly lay down the opinions of the 
moſt accurate Philoſophers upon this 
ſubjeR, that I may not longer detain 
my candid Reader.

IC9 
qualities, we could by them give an 
exact judgment of thoſe firſt qualities, 
which I will ſhew to-be fimply impoſ:

Nor 
can we make any better judgment of 
theſe firlt qualities - from Scents» For 
firſt, man of all Animals has the worſt 
ſmell, and many things that ſmell ſtrong 
are c0id, us Camphire, Opium, Hem: 
tock, &c, and. many things that have 
NO.- 
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ſcent are hot, as Arſenick, Mercury, 
Verdigreaſe, Cantharides, &c. Laſtly, no 


judgment can be given of the firſt } 
qualities, from thickneſs, ſoftneſs, hard- | 
neſs, ſubtilty, dryneſs, lubricity, fri- | 


alylity, and roughneſs ; for there is none 
of them that proceed more from cold 


than heat, as is evident from experi- Þ 
ence; for many thick things are hot þ 
and many cold, and fo of the reſt. 
But alſo the qualities of the third rank, 
which they call occult, cannot proceed 
from the figuration of Matter , | by 
the form from the mixture of the E- | 


lements, aitho we ſhould grant mixture,

occult qualities ; for they themſelves | 


orant they do not proceed from the firſt 
qualities; for example, The Anti-epi- 
leptical virtue is in the Piony, becauſe 
its form is pre-determined from the pre:

ther from the form of the Earth, Wa- 
ter, or Fire, &*c. or from the mixture 
of two, three, &c. Bur this cannot by 
no means be from the reaſonbefore laid

ſiſts of ſuch parts, nor of binding in the 
thicker- parts, and in Maſtick : for then 
all cloſe and thick things would lay juſt 
claim to this propriety ; and on the 0- 
s ther fide the thinner, which is contra- 
} ry to experience. And foraſmuch as 
they ſay, that qualities are not called 
| occult, becauſe they noe ſufficiently are 
| known to us, but becauſe they are not 
perceived by the external fences, as 0- 
thers are, either Sight is not an exter- 
nal ſence as well as Taſte, or if it be, the 
curve attraction of the Iron by the Mag- 
net, which the ſight clearly diſcerns, 
is more occult than moiſture in the 
Water, or heat in the Fire, and 
Sun which" is perceived by the feeling. 
And in regard no body yet was ever 
capable to demonſtrate, why Fire is 
hot or Water . moiſt, any more than 
why- the Magnet draws Iron, @&c. 
then either all thoſe qualities are 
occult, or none. For if the firſt” quali- 
ties, that are more intermediately ſub- 
je to our fences, are not more known 
than the occult, much lefs the ſecond 
that ariſe. from them ; © beſides, what 
things ſoever flow from one and- the 

ſame 
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{ime principle, one of them cannot be 
ſaid to he more occult, and the other 
leſs, but all thoſe qualities proceed from 
one and the ſame principle, therefore, 
@c. There is nothing in what is 
compounded, hut Matter Form andÞF 
 Ferment ; but form is one and the ſameſþ 
in all things (Man only excepted) there- 
fore different qualities cannot proceed 
from it : Matter is one and the fame in 
_ all, (to wit) Water, and for the ſame 
reaſon cannot be the root and fountain 
of ſo many diverſe qualities ; therefore 
ſmells, taſtes, colours, proportions, and 
different figures proceed from ferment 
as from their original ; fo alſo, at- 
erative, repulſive, ſympaghetical and 
antipathetical power proceed from it, 
or from nothing; for Water, before it 
was fermented, had neither taſte, ſmell or 
colour, nor endued with fo many difie. 
rent proportions, nor purgarive, Gelete. 
_ rious, or antidotal, cephalick, {plene- 
tick, hepatick or aithritical, ec. bnt 
according to the diverſity of the fer- 
ments to which it 15 united it is capadbie 
. of receiving myriads of ſignatures; by 
this it becomes a Metal, in Gold yel- 
low, in Silver white; in Vermilictt it 
is red, in Vitriol green or blue: elfe- 
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be Iwhere it becomes a Plant, in Rue of a 
or Worcen colour, with a {ad coloured 
mnytower it is bitter, with a nauſeous 


ſcent, and has a quality of expelling 
noiſon , with an antipathy to Cole- 
Qworts, Then it is an animal in the 'Ta- 
der, of an hurtful quality to man, &c. 
but particularly to trace out how fer- 
1ent by ſporting is capable of produ- 
cing ſo many ſignatures and proprieties, 
is 60t my preſent defign, Theſe things 
therefore being premiſed, :let us pro- 
ceed to the original of forms, which is 
ſo obſcure and unknown, that the 
whole doarine of Sympathy and Anti- 
pathy hath hicherto remained quite un- 
cultivated, but that truth may_ (if it be 
poſſible) ſhine in theſe abſtruſe mylte- 
ries, I have thought convenient to exa- 
mine all the'moſt celebrated opinions,and 
ſee which of chem will beſt explain the 
Phenomena's of Nature, and ac laſt to 
lay down my own opinion concerning 
Forms.

they call the great Magnale, which is the 
pro: 
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procurer, confederate, and affiſtant tg 
the actions of Sympathy and Antipathy, 
and by whoſe means, Magnetiſm, as 
in a vehicle, is conveyed to the di. 
ſtant obje&t, which they prove by the 
Magnetiſm of the ſtrings of two Lutes, 
being tuned uniſones, that one being 
ſtruck upon ,the ſame ſtring of the other 
at a diſtance will vibrate, and the reſt 
be unmoved. But to confute this 0- 
pinion, firſt, it is objected, that its De- 
fenders ſuppoſe entities without any 
neceſlity ; for it isnot neceſlary to the 
production of ſuch operators, to con- 
ceit ſuch a Spirit different from Forms, 
which they call their great Magnale, 
And, moreover, it doth not agree with 
their principles; for they deny that 
there is a Soul of. the World, or an us» 
niverſal Form, in regard they fay, that 
all ſpecifical diſtintion doth immedi- 
ately proceed from Forms, Allo they 
aſſert, that Forms are Lights, and differ 
in ſpecie , and are new created inthe 
inſtant of Generation by the Father of 
Lights, and again annihilated by 
accidents-; and although it ſhould be 
granted that there waszlucha Spirit,and 
that it was the procurer ofthoſe ations,

ever one was ſtruck, the. other uniſone 
ſtring would move in any part. of. the 
world, which .is contrary- to manifeſt 


reaſon. and experience, for it is per- 
formed but within a certain diſtance-; 
and beyond that . no motion 1s. ever ob- 
fgrved, but what is ſaid of the fancy of 
Animals and Vegetables,. that convert 
eur fancy to þ2.Jikc bhgirs, as a Mad-oog 

the, 
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the Tarantula, &c. doth not infer any 
thing of the Magnatiſm of the fancy to 
very diftant places; for in all theſe 
things,is required either the contraction 
of motion or 'virtue within a certain 
ſphere, but in the:mean time it cannot 
be denied, that if a mans fancy bs vehe- 
mently taken up about a thing nighealy 
deſired, although the thing may. bz =: a 
great diſtance, he ſhall have a fo:t of 
view of it, as if it were preſent t-:iore 
him, and be (as it were) transfoiraed 
into the thing deſired ; but th-'re is no 
perſon in his right wits will b#lieve, 
that a fancy extarically raii..7, ſha!! he. 
carried thouſands of leagues w che wiſh- 
ed-for objet. And if we thould grant - 
that an extatick fancy ſhould be eartied 
to this diſtance, yet nevertheieſs it could 
not- operate by itſeif either. on Friend 
or Foe, by cauſing fo many. different 
compaſlions as ar performed ſympa- 
thetically, in regard all actions (beſides 
thoſe that are proper to Souls) proceed 
from Ferments. I ſhould have ſaid 
more-at-this time, bur that it is almoſt 
the. difcourſe of : every one, that 
fancy of itſelf doth tranſmute all things, 
and upon this reaſon only I chougbe 
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Others, to prove that there 1s this ope- 
ration at a diſtance, ſay, firſt, that. all 
Bodies {end forth Beams, in which the 
Soul ads by its own preſence, and com- 


and that theſe rays are corporeal, and 
contain in them a portion of vital ſpi- 
rits, and upon that account live, and 
that their life is the ſame with that of 
the Animal whoſe excrements they 
were ; alſo that there is a kind of con- 
catenation of thole rays at every diſtance 
though never ſo great ; the like alſo- is 
perform'd between the blood and any 
other part of the body that is ſeparated | 
from it at never ſo remote a. diſtance, | 
But firſt we anſwer, if granting theſe | 
effluviums from blood, urine, ſweat and 
excrements, if they be: corporeal, it- is 
impoflible that they ſhould have a con- 
catenation-at any diſtance ; for if the 
greateſt body was rarify'd even to in- 
viſible Atoms, it would not be fuffici- 
ent to ſupply efluviums for a thouſand 
Leagues, and if ic was allowed- that 
it would iufhice, in regard they allow- 
ed them no vehigie, they would cer- 
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tainly miſs of the right way, but if they . 
ſay, this concatenation proceeds from a 
Soul, it muſt neceſſarily follow, that 
there is. a certain Soul which fills the 
whole ſpace from Pole to Pole 3 bur 
admitting that there were a Soul that 
extended itſelf to all places, thole cor 
poreal effluviums could not accompany 
it for the reaſon hefore alledged. We | 
alſo fee that the Blood and Excrements #! 
in a Glaſs or Box, are not diminiſhed, Þ} 
which would of neceflity be, if they | 
were continually ſending forth corpore- | 
al. efluviums, to ſo great a diſtance. 
Again, when they aflert, that Excres 
ments have life, this indeed is true. ; 
but what Naturaliſt wi]l be ſo impious 
to affert it has the ſame life with the A- 
nimal, to wit, that of a man endued 
with a rational Soul. 'To demonſtrate 
theſe efluviums, they ſay, that Onions 
and Garlick will force tears from the 
Eyes. at a good diſtance. Helebore, 
Pepper, &c. make ſneezing Powder ; 
Saffron, Henbane, and Opium., will 
cauſe ſleep at a diſtance, and that a man 
himſelf becomes much lighter by the ' 
effluviums that proceed from him in 
one night; and a great. many initances #; 
ONE 
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of this kind ; bat this is not general, 
for all theſe efluviums proceed ia a vio- 
lent menner from Bodies that have actu- 
al heat, and choſe raat abound with 
watry moiſture, cavſed ky the heat of 
the Sun o* Fire, &c. And as they en- 
deavour to prove, from Mercury and 
Antimony by infufion, always impreg- 
nate their Menitruums, and lonng nv- 
thing of their wzight for many years ; 
fo likewiſe Musk, Civert, Benzoin, the 
Mc: gence and others, ſend forth eflluvi- 


ums 2nd imeiis, but lois nothing of their - 


weignt, But if this were {o, they would 
ce:crainiy he lighter by the cmiſlion of 
thi: corpuſcies, which is contrary to 
experience ; for by the acceflion of o- 
thor Ferments their virtue is weakned, 
or it Eecays by time 3 but becauſe they 
loſe :othing of their' former quantities 


and weight, it naturally follows, that - 


toſs: effluviums are not corporcal, un- 
tf they are violent!y forced from them 
by internal or external hear, Pur that 
terments in their own places, or in what- 
ſoever places.they. ate, by their rays do 
conſtitute a'certain ſphere, which ſphere 
is as extenſive as any of their power can 
be perceived, which rays are clothed 
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either with vapours violently excited 
from them, by the internal heat in Ani- 
mals, and in other things that want 
heat by an external one, or with 
others vapours raiſed from the earth : 
but in regard theſe rays proceed from 
other , which, from what hath been 
{:id before, do not in the leaſt ſend 
forth any corporeal-effluviums, as the 
Load-ſtone, Amber, Garlick, ec. when 
they operate at a gemote diſtance, it is 
not in the leaſt ro be conceived to be 
by the emiſſion of corpuſcles, becauſe 
chey are not diminiſhed, &c. but only by 
the fermentation of watry vapours raiſed in 
the air, and ſo of others of this nature ; 
now in regard the emiſfion of vapours 
is a violent ac, eſpecially in thoſe things 
which are without heat, thoſe ' that 
practice by Sympathy and Antipathy do 
obſerve that thoſe effets do not con- 
ſtantly proceed from them. Such efu- 
viums cannot be raiſed from the excre- 
ments that are already ſeparated from -. 
the bodies of Animals, but by exter-. 
nal heat; therefore ſuch a concatena- 
tion cannot be in the Winter. And yet 
the Winter doth not in the leaſt hinder the ope- 
ration ef Sympatheticks, The. opinion of | 
the. 
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the Atomiſts ought to be conſidered ; but 


"in regard we have before largely exami- 


ned their principles, in our precedent 
diſcourſe of forms, it wili not be need- 
ful to repeat it, We have alſo refuted 
their opinion, who hold that this ſym 
patherical power proceeds from the Stars 
and Sun in the beginning of our Book ; 
where we have ſhewn that the matter 
doth not in the leaſt depend on them, 
as they are endued wth ſuch and ſuch 
virtues ; for the Earth, before the crea- 


tion of the Sun, contained in it {ſelf the.

fore (with deference to others judg- 
ments) to find out a way how that Sym: 
pathy or Compaſiion comes to ' pals, 
ſeeing by innumerable examples it is 
evident that it really exiſts. From what 
has been ſaid before it is very (manifeſt 
that every compound conſiſts of Mat- 
ter, 
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ter, Form and Ferment ; from Matter 
it has its quantity and conſiſtence, to 
form it owes that it lives and is fſenſi- 
ble, more eminently or obſcurely, as 
was proved before ; and all other aQti- 
ons of what nature ſoever proceed from 
ferment, and Alſo al mutations for good 
or bad.
